Woman Civil Rights 
Worker Shot Down 
Night Of March 25 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) _ 


Three Ku Klux Klansmen sur- 
rendered to officers Thursday 
on indictments charging them 
with murdering a white civil 
rights worker after the Selma- 
to-Montgomery march. 


^The first-degree .murder in- 


dictments ware returned earlier 
in the day by the Lowndes 
County grand jury at Hayne- 
ville. The jury was highly criti- 
cal of statements by President 
Johnson in connection with the 
death of Viola Liuzzo, a Detroit, 
Mich., mother of five. 


The Klansmen surrendered in 


Birmingham and posted $10,000 
bond each. Their cases go on 
the docket for the next term of 
Circuit Court beginning May 3. 
Conviction of first-degree mur- 
der carries a penalty of death or 
life imprisonment. 


Although the grand jury made 


no specific mention of any case 
it investigated, the 18 members, 
in their written report to Judge 
T. Werth Thaggard, deplored 
"the actions and statements of 
the President and others in high 
government places in connec 
tion with" Mrs. Liuzzo's death 


"We feel that these actions 


and statements have been un- 
just and unfair and have creat- 
ed undue and unusual problems 
in this matter," the report de- 
clared. 


The white men indicted by the 


white jury were Eugene Thom- 
as, 42, and William Orville Ea- 
ton, 41, both of Bessemer, Ala., 
and Collie Leroy Wilkins. Jr., 21, 
of Fairfield, Ala. 


The indictments charged that 


each man "unlawfully and with 
malice aforethought killed Viola 
Gregg Liuzzo by shooting her 
with a pistol.-' The language 
was identical in each of the 
three indictments. 
Mrs. Liuzzo, 39, mother of five 
and the wife of .a Teamsters Un- 
ion official, was shot to death in 
her car near Lowndesboro, Ala., 
the night of March 25. She had 
taken part in the civil rights 
march from Selma to Montgom- 
ery. 


She was shot from a passing 


car on U.S. 80, the same route 
taken by the civil rights march- 
ers. 


Mrs. Liuzzo, who was white, 


had driven some marchers from 
Montgomery back to Selma and 
was returning to Montgomery 
for 
more 
when 
a 
gunshot 


slammed into her head. Her car 
careened off the highway into a 
fence.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Her- 


bert W. Klotz resigned as as- 
sistant U. S. secretary of com- 
merce Thursday in the wake of 
a government complaint linking 
him with a stock scandal in- 
volving a rich Canadian copper 
strike. 


The German-born Klotz, 48, 


was 
not 
charged 
with 
any 


wrong doing. But Commerce 
Secretary John T. Connor said 
Klotz had submitted his resig- 
nation and it had been accept- 
ed by President Johnson. 


Klotz admitted earlier this 


week that he bought rights to 
2,000 shares of stock of the 
Texas Gulf Sulphur Co., after 
the firm had discovered a rich 
copper deposit near Timmins, 


Woman Burned 
By Fire Bomb 
In N.Y. Church 


NEW YORK (AP) - A man 


hurled a Molotov cocktail at the 
main altar of St. Patrick's Ro- 
man 
Catholic Cathedral 
on 


Thursday night and it exploded 
amid a small group of worship- 
ers kneeling at the altar rail. 
One woman was burned in the 
iiery blast. 


The man, described as a Ne 


gro in his late 20s, lit the device 
and without warning threw it 
'rom a fourth-row pew. Then he 
raced out a side door of the 
church, leaving behind his blue 
hat and a second, unexploded 
cocktail in.a shopping bag. 


The bottled gas "bomb explod- 


ed in flames at the head of the 
church's main aisle. It fell 20 
'eet short of the altar and dam- 
age was confined to the cush- 
ioning of the kneeling bench at 
the rail. 


There were about 100 persons 


quietly at prayer in the church 
at the time. 


It was the second incident 


within the midtown cathedral in 
less than a week. On Good Fri- 
day, 
services were disrupted 


when a former mental patient 
threw a concrete block through 
a glass ca.se containing a life- 
sized statue of Pope Pius XII 
The statue was not damaged 
and the man was seized.

is a bottle filled with gasoline or 
other flammable liquid, with a 
rag wick.

Marines 'Show 'Em' In First Clash With Viet Reds

BINH THAI, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — The roll of drums 
echoed along the valley. 


"The Viet Cong know you are 


coming," said the Vietnamese 
officer. "They want the women 
and children to come in this di- 
rection as a human shield.

Lt. Gary Krause of Nanuet, 


N.Y., grinned broadly.

Krause was with a 41-man 


U.S. 
Marine Corps reconnais- 


sance group that moved down 


one of the valleys leading to 
Marine-occupied Hill 327 outside 
Da Nang. 


The eight-hour 
patrol pene- 


trated' several miles into the 
countryside. They had contact 
twice with the Viet Cong, The 
operation included the first heli- 
copter assault landing 'of U.S. 
Marines in south Viet Nam. 


'I want to re-enlist for anoth- 


er six months after this," one 
Marine private shouted to his 
comrades after this village ob- 
jective was taken.

This type of eagerness per- 


vaded the whole operation, an 
action aimed at further securing 
the defenses of Da Nang air- 
base. 


The U.S. Marines along with 


30 
Vietaamei 
infantrymen 


moved south of Da Nang by 
ruck early in the morning on a 
k)int patrol. Then they moved 
ahead on fdot. 


Six civilian Vietnamese were 


with them. In reserve-at Da 
NTang were one U.S. Marine in- 
fantry company, 10 Marine heli- 
copters, one Marine artillery 
battalion and two Marine Phan- 
tom jets.

Tightening The 
Lobbyist Law 


Congress has moved to tighten provisions 


of the Foreign Agents Registration Act of 1938. 
Having inquired into the ways of high-powered 
foreign lobbies since 1962, the Senate now has 
passed, and sent to the House, legislation which 
imposes stricter disclosures requirements. 


The act originally was directed. against 


subversive agents. These have largely given way 
to manipulators of public opinion whose purpose 
is to influence U. S. government policies in 
behalf of their clients. 


The measure further redefines activities of 


persons required to register under the act. It 
outlaws contingency fee arrangements between 
lobbyists and clients, and prohibits agents from 
making Congressional campaign contributions in' 
behalf of a foreign employer. 


The bill is designed especially to control 


foreign sugar lobbyists as the time nears for the 
annual spring sugar quota scramble. In fact, the 
pending bill was the consequence of disclosures 
of campaign contributions during the 1962 Sen- 
ate investigation of a former U. S. government 
official who became lobbyist for 
Philippine 


sugar. 


Last year Congress failed to agree on new 


Bugar quotas because of a feud within the 
domestic sugar industry.

Conquesf Of U.S. By Havana 


Back in the late Eighteen Nineties, at the crest 


of the Spanish-American War excitement, America's 
pioneer sociologist, William Graham Sumner, enraged 
a lot of people by delivering a bitter speech called "The 
Conquest of the United States by Spain." 
Sumner's 


idea was that, by fighting Spain over Cuba, Puerto 
Rico, and the Philippines, the U. S. had gone over to 
the imperialist standards of the enemy. 


Well, it didn't turn out that way; the U. S. even- 


tually freed the Philippines, turned Cuba over to its 
' own politicians, and gave Puerto Rico the American 
equivalent of what the British call dominion status. 
And today, if Sumner were still alive and able to 
express his outrage, he would probably be rewriting 
his speech under the title of "The Conquest of the 
United Slates by Havana." 


We are being conquered by Havana—Caslro'g 


Havana—because we are more and more threatened 
by that bane of Latin American political life, the 
control of parties by student cliques who want to 
make laws and run governments before they have 
even completed their undergraduate studies. They 
want to perform operations before they have beea 
internes; they want to make history even before 
they have lived it. 


The ten or fifteen thousand students who turned up 


in Washington, D. C., the other day to inform the White 
House that we must get out of Vietnam have a perfect 
right to their opinions, and it is good to see that they 
are not committed to such assorted juvenilities as 
swallowing goldfish, toppling portable telephone booths, 
and conducting panty raids on girls' dormitories. But by 
what principle of rationality do they assume they are 
entitled to sway public opinion before they have had 
the opportunity to travel, to make comparative studies 
of Communist and western economies, or to examine 
the relative forms of corruption in such diverse spots 
on the globe as Ho Chi Minh's North Vietnam, Mao 
Tse-lung's China, Kadar's Hungary, and the western 
capitalist states that are admittedly imperfect on occa- 
sion in their approaches to complete justice? 


It is good that we now have a student generation 


that wants to be "committed," to USD a favorite campus 
expression. But commitment implies that you first 
make some effort to know what you are talking about. 
The students who turn out to march in domestic civil 
rights protests have some claim (o knowledge; after 
all, racial discrimination, as it is practiced in places in 
the United States, can be observed on the spot. 


But how many of the ten or fifteen thousand 


«turienti who are parading for the "get out «f South 
Vietnam" cause have ever had the least experience 
with Communists? How many of them have ever 
v 


pondered 
the comparative statistics of political 


murder as it has been practiced in ccrtaui foreign 
lands? Does the post-World War H movement of 
refugees across boundaries mean anything to the 
marching students? How are they to explain the. 
fact that nearly one million Vietnamese fled frwn 
North Vietnam to take up residence in South Viet- 
nam when Ho Chi Minn riveted Communist control 
over the upper half of what had been French Indo- 
China? 


How do they explain East Germany's loss of popu- 


in the days when there was no Berlin Wall? And 


what system of moral accountancy do they use when 
they say that Chiang Kai-shek's Chinese are "corrupt," 
presumably because some of them stole money and 
peddled influence, while the government of Mao Tse- 
tung is "pure" even though it has slaughtered fifty 
million dissident Chinese over the years to maintain its 
power? 


Tne William Graham Sumner who spoke of "The 


Conquest of the United States by Spain" would surely 
rewrite his speech under the new title of "The Conquest 
of the United States by Havana" because our parading 
students, like those who were Fidel Castro's classmates 
in the Cuba of twenty years ago, nave succumbed to 
"the excessive degeneration of democracy" that is 
"sansculottism" (unthinking radicalism). Said Sumner: 
"As a political form this is the rule of a street mob." 


Thomas Marshall once said that what this country 


needs it a good five-cent dear. I think what this coun- 
try needs hi some students who study.

Pacifist Demonstrations May Help Bring War 


WASHINGTON - With the best 


intentions in the world, pacifists 
sometimes bring on the very war 
to which they proclaim their op- 
position. Unwittingly they give 
aid and comfort to an enemy 
country and serve to increase the 
possibility that American policy 
will be misconstrued abroad as 
being unsupported by public opin- 
ion. Then chances will be taken 
by an adversary which could lead 
to war. 


An example of the consequences 


of this misguided attitude on th.e- 
part of Americans is furnished 
in the following UP1 dispatch 
from the Far East a few days 
ago: 


"American protests and demon- 


strations against U.S. policy m 
Vietnam have gotten a warm re- 
ception in Communist North Viet- 
nam and Communist China. 


"Hanoi's 
official 
newspaper, 


Nhan Dan, and China's New Chi- 
na News Agency devote almost 
daily space to the petitions, ad- 
vertisements, picketing and dem- 
onstrations of Americans against 
U.S. policy. 


"Nhan Dan, in a commentary 


today, said, "The thousands-strong 
parade of American people held 
in New York on April 10 strikes 
a new note to the American peo- 
ple's determination to check the 
U.S. 
imperialists' 
dirty 
war 


against Vietnam.' " 


The danger at the moment is 


that the Red Chinese as well as 
the Soviets will get the impression 
that the American people are di- 
vided ,and that the pacifistic urge 
is dominant to such an extent 
, that all the strong words'of Presi- 
dent Johnson can be regarded 
abroad as not reflecting th"e true 
American sentiment' if a show- 
down comes. 


Twice in the last half-century 


well-meaning Senators have uri-" 
wittingly helped to weaken the 
American position. On both occa- 
sions the German governments in 
power were led to believe that 
the United States would not be- 
come involved in the 
conflict. 


Two world wars ensued, and the 
United States was obliged to enter 
both in self-defense. 


Although President Wilson had

severed- diplomatic relations with 
the Kaiser's government in Ger- 
many on February 3, 1917, and 
had protested the sinking of un- 
armed passenger vessels with the 
loss of many American lives, "a- 
little group of willful men" in the 
United States Senate — as Mr. 
Wilson characterized them — fili- 
bustered to death a proposal that 
the United States arm its vessels 
in 
protection 
against 
German 


submarines. Many historians be- 
lieve that this particular debacle 
—on March 4, 1917—strengthened 
the determination .of the Berlin 
regime to wage unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare against American 
passenger ships on the theory that 
the United States was 'divided 


and would not enter the war. A 
few weeks later—on April 2, 1917 
—the President of the United 
States found it necessary to ap- 
pear before a special session of 
Congress to initiate American en- 
try into World War I. 


Somewhat the same circumstan- 


ces 
occurred 
when 
President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt asked Con- 
gress to give him authority to 
sell arms to Western Europe. He 
was refused permission by the 
United States Senate, as Congress 
adjourned on August 5, 1959, with- 
out even acting on his request. 
This led to the belief in Berlin 
that the United States would not 
enter the conflict, and World War 
II came less than a month later.

Not only is America pledg- 
ed by the Southeast Asia Treaty 
to this principle, but the Congress 
of the United States by a resolu- 
tion only last year expressed it- 
self in unequivocal terms about 
the intention of this country to 
defend the smaller nations of 
Southeast Asia. 


The resolution says in part: 
"Consonant with the Constitu- 


tion of the United States and the 
-Charter of the 'United.Rations 
and in accordance with" its obliga- 
tions under the Southeast Asia 
Collective Defense Treaty, the 
United States is, therefore, pre- 
pared, as the President deter- 
mines, to take all necessary steps, 
including. the use of armed force, 
to assist any member or protocol 
state of the Southeast Asia Col- 
lective Defense Treaty requesting 
assistance in defense of its free- 
dom."

There \s more than meets the 


eye behind the threatened steel 
strike. It's a restlessness taking . 
place in some of the big labor 
unions which Jimmy Hoffa of the 
Teamsters, no slouch as a union 
authority, attributes to the Lan- 
drum-Griffin Act. 


"You fellows passed the act," 


says Hoffa, "now both you and 
labor have got to live with it. 
And it requires elections 
for 


union officers. 


"When you have elections, the 


boys in the locals are going to 
vote for the man who gets them 
what they want. And what they 
want are wage increases. 


"Some presidents who spend 


their time sitting around with 
business leaders in tha board 
rooms or lunching at the White 
House aren't going to get re- 
elected. When Congress passed 
the Landrum-Griffin Act requir- 
ing union elections, it forgot that 
the chief goal of the American 
people — including labor — is to 
get more for less." 


Shortly after Hoffa made this 


diagnosis, two big union elections 
voted against two famous labor 
leaders — Dave McDonald of 
the Steelworkers and Jim Carey 
of the United Electrical Workers. 


McDonald had established one 


of the most progressive systems 
of adjusting wage and working 
conditions in labor history. Prob- 
lems have been solved by labor- 
industry 
committees 
as 
they 


arose. There has been no steel 
strike for six years. But to do 
this, Dave mingled 
with steel 


executives, got out of touch with 
his men. 


So some local p r e s i d e n t s 


deserted McDonald to join chal- 
lenger I. S. Abel. And in the 
unionwide election Dave came 
out the loser. The margin is 
close and the election is still 
being 
contested, 
but 
the net 


effect is that both McDonald and- 
Abel have to be tough bargain- 
ers. Each is determined to out- 
bargain the other, which means 
more chance of a strike, more 
chance that the national economy 
will suffer.

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Grandpa Weyman waited at the 


head of the runway for several 
minutes. Then a voice in the 
headset.said: "Cleared for takeoff 
Eastern Airlines Flight 618" and 
he poured the coal to her and the 
big Boeing 727 fled down the 
Miami runway from a standing 
start. In 19 seconds, Grandpa 
noted that Flight 618 was at 146 
miles per hour, and he lifted her 
off, pointed her sky-high, and 
headed east for Miami Beach. 


It was a routine flight. Jack 


Weyman, the captain, is 57 years 
old, lives in Scotch Plains, N. J., 
has graying hair and three grand- 
children. He has 25,000 hours of 
flying experience. Fred Emble- 
ton, 33, blond and blue-eyed, was 
First Officer. He lives in East 
Brunswick, N. J. and has a wife 
and two children. 


Fred has 3,500 hours in the air. 


Murray Burke, flight engineer on 
this trip, is 35, dark and chunky, 
lives in Park Ridge, N. J., and 
has 3 children. He has 8,000 hours 
of flight experience. On the flight 
deck, there was 36,500 hours of 
experience flying a brand new 
727, which had none beyond its 
acceptance trials. 


And yet the1 Whisper Jet is, in 


a way, more sophisticated than 
the men who fly her. She is the 
only jet I know who can fly well 
on one engine. She is a sleek, 
elegant lady with — excuse the 
expression — muscles. She was 
not only off the ground in 19 
seconds, loaded with 94 passen- 
gers, all their luggage and golf 
clubs, tons of fuel and n lot of 
air mail,' but, in spite of the fact 
that she weighed 73 tons on take- 
off, she climbed to 33,000 feet in 
19 minutes and was ll£ miles 
north of Miami. 


This is moving. Really moving. 


When 618 leveled off, she purred 
through clear blue skies at 584 
miles per hour. Her three engines 
are in the stern, so the passen- 
gers heard nothing except the air 
conditioners. At 4:50 p. m,, most 
of them were eating steak. Far 
below, scoops of vanilla ice cream 
floated free. 


The Federal Aviation Agency 


controls all licensed flight within 
the United States. There are men 
on the ground at radar scopes 
watching 618 all the way. Grand- 
pa Weyman does nothing with 
that beautiful jet without first 
asking permission. This includes 
takeoff, 
climb, 
turns, 
altitude, 


speed and descent. 
' Miami tower hands him off to 
Miami Ground Control Center. 
This group issues orders, watches 
to see that they are obeyed, and 
hands him off to Jacksonville 
Center. Jax hands him off even- 
tually 
to Washington 
Center, 


Washington hands him off to New 
York Center. 


The FAA is the plane's big 


brother. It is watching all the 
time. It also reports when traffic 
is approaching 618, even though 
the other plane may be 20,000 
feet below. Fred Embleton, as 
first 
officer, 
handles al! the 


"talking" -traffic. Murray Burke 
studies the engine panel, and 
leans 
between 
the others to 


throttle back a little. 


The engines are run at about 


90 per cent of throttle, and burn 
an average of 10,000 pounds of. 
kerosene per hour. Every hour, 
the 727 is. five tons lighter, and 
will go faster and faster on the 
same throttle setting. So Burke 
pulls it back to keep the speed 
at .83 of the speed of sound. 


The captain and the first offi- 


cer have complete duplication of 
instruments. 
They 
cross-check 


each other all the way." The auto- 
matic pilot keeps the craft on 
course better than a human can, 
can correct buffeting quicker, 
and maintain altitude within 50 
feet of absolute. 


The Distance Measuring Equip- 


ment is a clock which runs back- 
ward between any two points. At 
Wilmington, N. C., it can be set 
for — let's say — Norfolk, Va. 
It will register the correct num- 
ber of miles, and when it reaches 
zero, Flight 618 will be directly 
over Norfolk, even in zero-zero 
visibility. 


Radar reaches out 175 miles 


ahead to spot storms. If there are 
clouds with little "cells" inside, 
Grandpa Weyman will tell Fred 
to ask Ground Control for per- 
mission to make a slight turn 
to avoid turbulence. 


Over Delaware Bay, Murray 


Burke noted the outside tempera- 
ture at 33,000 feet. It was 45 
degrees below zero fahrenheit — 
normal. New York Center order- 
ed 618 to start down to 24,000 
feet. Exactly 120 minutes out of 
Miami, the plane was over Phil- 
adelphia, coming down. At 14,000 
feet, passing Trenton, it disap- 
peared in clouds.

Princeton, N. J., Flight 618 was 
in sight of the ground. New York 
Center ordered the plane over 
New Brunswick, then to Wood- 
bridge, then north to Harrison, 
N. J. where the Newark Tower 
babied the Whisper Giant in. It 
was a dull, routine flight. 


Total time: 2 hours, U minutes.

South's free bid.of one spade 


may appear to be a drastic 
measure, however, when part- 
ner makes a take-out double, 
the responding hand should ex- 
ert an effort to enter the pro- 
ceedings with any legitimate 
values in order to relieve the 
doubler of any further pres- 
sure. 


West opened the queen of 


spades and declarer won the 
trick in his hand with the ace 
in order to lead a heart. West 
put up the ace and continued 
with the jack of spades. The 
king was played from dummy, 
and East showed out—reveal- 
ing that his partner had a 
trump Irick. 


It was South's plan to strip 


out the red suits and then put 
West on lead with the high

U his ^opponent'could be made, 
to opea up the club -suit,' he 
might:^be able to restrict- his 
loss to a single trick. 


In executing his plan, South 


refrained from cashing North's 
hifeh diamonds first. Instead he 
played the king;of hearts and 
then ruffed dummy's remain- 
ing heart. West promptly over-' 
ruffed and got out with a dia- 
mond, putting North back on 
lead. Observe that, had de- 
clarer- cashed dummy's dia- 
monds before playing the third 
heart; West would have been 
deprived of a safe exit card 
when he goes in—and he must 
surrender a vital trick whether 
he returns a diamond or a 
club. 


Once South had let his op-
